The revival of our ihip-bttUding inn 


leresU continues at a mort enoourag' 
ing rate. In the yards at Chester, in 
this State, alone, there are now on the, 
stocks two Government shipi-of-war, 
each of 600' tons capacity; 'two trans- 
portation steamers, eaoh of 1,800 tens; 
a ooattwiio steamer of 1,700 tons, an- 
otfiel of 1,900 tons, arid two Pacific 
M«il; steamer of 5,250 Ions capacity, 
eaeh,i these1 last being designed to,be the 
largest and fastest vessels afloat. 
All 


th«sc vessels1 aro built of iron mined 
within Bighf'of the 'ship-yard, and 
treated with coal also close at hand; 
while1 both iron and coal are brought 
directly from the mines to the yard by 
a connecting railroad. 
The value of 


these! ships, .every part of whose con- 
struction IB done i upon the premises, is 
estimated at 15,000,000. Had they 
been built abroad, this amount of 
money would have gone frota 
our 


country to another, instead of being, ai 
at present, distributed- among many 
hundreds of our people, to the common 
benefit and prosperity of all. Two 
years ago the grounds on which these 
vast Workshops now stand were swamps, 
Mr. ilohn Boach, who originated and 
controls the splendid enterprise, has 
also perfected a plan whereby every 
ma¥iof the 1,300 in his employ is af- 
forded an opportunity of powessing his 
own home, 
If he is industrious, by ,*< 


simply arrangement, he falls into, the 
ownership of acortiiin amount of stock. 
By that means ho loves his work, hj$ 
woal'tl) increases proportionately with 
it, and strikes and combinations be- 
come impossible. It is Mr. Roach's 
purpose to educate his people in ship 
building, 
To do this no body of men 


aro confined to Iho same work. 
The 


men do ono thing one day and another 
thing tho next. He has no man in 
his employ whos$ place, in case he 
should leave, cannot instantly be sup- 
plied.—-Phi/a.
